“LONDON, Aug. 10.—A Harwich dis-. 
patch says the survivors of the cruiser 
Amphion assert that hardly had they 
left Harwich ‘than they were ordered 
to clear the decks for action. -They 
sighted the Koenigen Luise; and, 
as she refused to stop even when a 
shot ‘was fired across her bows, they 
gave chase. The German ship .fired, 
and then the destroyers surrounded 
her and sank her, after a brief com- 
bined bombardment. The Captain was 
beside himself with fury. He had a 
revolver in his hand, and threatened 
his men as they prepared to. surrender 
to the rescuing ships. He flatly re- 
fused to give himself up, and was 
taken by force. He could not control 
himself, and as he was being taken 
away from here to the military prison 
he flung his bundle into the picket 
boat with a gesture of angry defiance. 
His men, on the contrary, appeared to 
be quite contented, and laughed, chat- 
ted, and smoked whenever they got a 
chance, and betrayed eager interest in 
all things ‘English. 

Chased Envoy’s Ship. 

Then the smoke of a big ship was 
seen on the horizon, and the Amphion 
|gave chase, firing a warning shot as 
she drew near the vessel, which at 
once made known: her identity as the 
Harwich boat St. Petersburg, carrying 
Prince Lichnowsky; the German Am-

Marks of Acid Burns. 


The Amphion'’s men are dreadfully 
burned and scalded and have marks 
on’ their faces and bodies which. re- 
semble splashes -of acid. 

The scene here is like that. which 
follows a colliery explosion. Of the 
British seamen in the hospital thir- 
teen are suffering from severe burns, 
five from less serious burns, two from 
the effects of lyddite fumes, and one 
e@ach’ from -concussion,. severe injury, 
slight wounds, shock, and slight burns. 
A few wounded German sailors lie in 
the hospital. 

British satisfaction over the failure 
of the German submarine attack on 
the cruiser squadron in the North Sea 
compensates for the disappointment 
over the escape of the German cruisers 
Goében and Breslau: It is now gener- 
ally accepted that this latter: incident 
‘shows the value of speed.

The imports of South America amount in 


to a billion dollars’ a year, and fully 
one-half of that has been supplied in 
the past by countries of Europe now at 
war. ; 

British ¢xports to South America in 
1912, the latest year for which details 
are. available, amounted .to nearly 
$250,000;000, including both domestic 
products and foreign and colonial mer- 
chandise re-exported. Germany's ¢x- 
ports to all South" America in 1911, the 
latest year for which details are avail- 
able, amounted to about $130,000,000 in 
value; those of France between $70,000- 
000 and $80,000,000; Belgium, between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000, and Austria 
approximately $10,000,000, the figures 
being necessarily’ in round terms. 

This makes for the five countries now 
actively at war total exports to South 
America of over $500,000,000, or fully 
one half of the total imports of that 
grand division.

War Minister Defiant. 

War Minister Velasco was asked 
this evening about the evacuation of 
the, city. by. the army and whether 
Government employes would.also de- 
part.

“If the army were acting ‘selfishly 
it ‘would. withdraw at once, leaving 
the capital at the’ merey of anyote 
wanting and able to occupy it. But 
the’ fact is that the army is’ willing 
to’ go to great lengths of sacrifice if 
necessary in order to afford protec- 
tion to the metropolis and to the com- 
munity. When the city has adequate 
guarantees. the. army . will retire, 
though it is: not yet possible to say 
whether it will go. Whether the Gov- 
ernment employes will.depart or re- 
main depends. on the .form in which 
the Constitutionalists are to enter and 
on the guarantees which the latter 
are prepared to.give them.” 

Gen. Velasco .was asked whether he 
did ‘not consider that the Government 
was incurring a certain responsibility 
in. evacuating the capital, in view of 
the divisions, said to exist among” the 
revolutionary leaders: He answered:

adox we may find comfort, teo, in 
the fact that the business: depression 
here for the last two or three years 
has put us in a good ¢endition to 
withstand the shock of a great for- 
eign war. If we had been caught in 


000. the full tide of industrial and gpecu- 


lative expansion there would have 
been a collapse. Men gskilled in read- 
ing the. financial signs of ‘the time 
say that we are secure against that 
danger, The war came at-a time 
when business was conservatively 
managed, credit was well in hand, 
and there was no undue expansion. 
Even the great mercantile failure-that 
eecurred in June was well out of the 
way before the evil of war befell us. 

It is doubtless fortunate that our 
new Federal Reserve banking system 
‘Is yet ta be established and put in 
operation, It can be organized now 
with foreknowledge. Had ft been set 
up in the early Summer the great 
strain of the war might have devel- 
oped weaknéss at some undefended 
points. One of the chief mercies we 
have to think about is due to the 
exceeding patience of President Wiz- 
son in sticking to his policy of watch- 
ful waiting with Mexico. We shouid 
have been in real trouble had the 
busitiess and financial derangements 
due to the European war come upon 
us at a time when we were ourselves 
at war with Mexico. Mr. Wiis0on 
was much beset by those who urged 
sterner courses. He stood like a rock 
against war, and the country knows 
that he wag wise. 

We have generally been a lucky 
people. So far as good fortune can 
attend any nation at a time when so 
Many nations are at each others’ 
threats it. is our portion in this 
troubled time. It helps us to be pa- 
tient with the troubles aceruing from 
the quarrels.of our European friends.

THE UNOFFICIAL CONVENTION, 

The firat step. in amending the di- 
rect primary“ law without act of the 
Legislature will be taken next Tues- 
day. The Republican * unofficial con- 
vention ” will meet in Saratoga. When 
a law is passed contrary toe the cus- 
toms and instinets of the people it dees 
not take an act of the Legisiature to 
amend it. The customs and instincts 
of the American people tend toward 
the placing of representatives between 
themselves and the selection of their 
candidates, The Legislature passed an 
act abolishing ¢onventions, the aim 
being to compel the voter te make his 
own selections for office withgqut as- 
sistance or intervention. It. is coen- 
trary to the American instinet, and 
will become ‘a dead letter. 

The Republicans call their conven- 
tion. “ unofficial," with the. idea that 
that wil} take the curse off. The first 
convention ever held was unofficial, 
simply an informal meeting of dele- 
gates elected without sametion of law. 
It beeame official only beeause when 
it was an established fnstitution the 
law was obliged to take cognizance of 
it, The same thing will happen to 
this new institution; there is no way 
to avoid it,

“ UNFAIR COMPETITION.” 

Everybody knows what “ unfair 
competition” is, but some know bet- 
ter than others. Among them is Sen- 
ator Cort, formerly a United States 
District Judge. He has thrown out 
some hints worth the attention of the 
conferees upon the bill forbidding, 
perhaps, less than the lawmakers in- 
tend. “Unfair competition” in the 
legal sense is only fraudulent com- 
petition, such as selling substitutes, 
things “just as good” as others, or 
one man’s goods instead of another's. 
If the lawmakers intend anything 
broader than this, just what do they 
mean? Do they mean to forbid what 
each Judge deems unfair competition, 
measuring one man's crime by 
another man’s conscience, or, rather, 
the consciences of many Judges, each 
differing from the other? Or ig it the 
intent of Congress to forbid such com- 
pétition as is unfair according te the 
moral sense of the community? OP is 
it the intent to forbid as unfair com- 
petition all restraints of trade which 
are adjudged unreasonable under the 
anti-trust law, to which the Trade 
Commission bill is ayowedly a supple- 
ment? 

The depth and breadth of the law are 
not clear from its text. The meaning 
is made more obscure by the fact that 
before it goes inte the court for in- 
terpretation it is to be administered 
by a Commission whose make-up and 
views are unknown,.and will not be 
revealed even by its appointment. 
This ‘Commission is to have the same

terstate Commission has in making 
railway rates.
